PRESIPENT ARTHUR PLEASED WITH THE 


APPEARANCE OF THE DELEGATION, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., June 23,—[Special.] ~The 
doelegation of representative Irishmen called 
upon the President at 1 o clock today. Mr. 
Alexander Sullivan, President of the Irish- 
American National League, first stepped for- 
ward and read the resoiutéons in reference to 
pauper immigration and the address which had 
been’ prepared. He then introduced Messrs, 
Eugene Kelly. thie New York banker; Mr. Hug- 
net, and James Lyneh, representing the Irish 
Immigration Society of New York, who ex- 
plained. the impoverished cendition of the 
English and Irish immigragts who have been 
lately expurted to these shores by the Brit- 
ish Government. Patrick Smith, of Cleveland, 
indorsed the statements made by the other gen- 
tlemen, and stated that bis people had asked 
him te present the case to the President. The 

resident replied as below, and was then intro- 

uced to each one iu person, and after the 
greetiugs were concluded the delegates retired. 

These geuntlemen, suid the President to Tus 
TRIBUNE correspondent as they left the room, 
“are amoog the most prominent Irish-Ameri- 
cans inthe country. They are a fine-looking 
lot of men, many of them are personally known 
to me, and I know them to be representative 
Dusieess-men.’"’ Most of the delegation will 
leave for home tomorrow. 

HOPES OF THE DELEGATES. 

Mr. Alexander Sullivan tonight expresses 
greet contidence that tne Administration will be 
able to do something to check the immigra uon 
of paupers to this country. “The President,” 
said Mr. Sullivan, gave us the most respectful 
attention, and promised us that not only should 
the Consuls be instructed t@ make the most 
eareful inquiry in Europe, but that Collectors 
of Customs would be and have been directed to 
execute the existing law. The trouble with the 
existing law, however, is that it is very 
defective. It does not provide adequate 
penalties, Possibly if the clause which 
provides that immigrants may be turned back 
at the expense of the steamship companies 
when they are likely to bDécome a public charge 
sbould be more strictly enf many might 
be turned back. Mr. Smith, of Cleveland, for 
instance, told the President today that there 
were but $2 among seventy-three immigraots 
who recently arrived in Cleveland. Certainly 
these seventy-three were likely to become an 
imme@tiate charge to some community. One 
of the committee from New Haven 
said also that, of eighteen who re 
cently arrived in that city, re were but five 
able to do any work, the remaining 
thirteen being adults too old.and children too 
young to labor. Tuo President said that he was 
faverably impressed @ith the delegation. ‘The 
gontlemen present, certainiy in their own per- 
sous, gave the lie to the charge of Great Britain 
that Irishmen were nut able te care for them- 
selves and to prosper. The gentlemen who 
composed that delegation today gepresented 
$50,000,000 of money, which they had accumulated 
in this country by henest toil,” Mr. Sullivan 
will leave for Chicago tomorrow. 
telegraphed to him today to return as soon as 
possible, as he is needed in the Fowler-Mc- 
Geoch case, in which he is one of the counsel.

No book has yet been 
written which so clearly told the history of 
railroading as the juxtaposition of the loco- 
motive aud cars of Stephenson's day and the 
mammoth moguls and palatial coaches of 
the present. The intermediate stages of 
the growth of the locomotive and the 
passenger coach were fittingly exemplified. 
The managers deserve credit for the manner 
in which they carried out their design. 
That mistakes were made and errors oc- 


curred is only natural, but Chicago has never 


seen a first special exhibition so complete in 
its arrangements and details. 


CHICAGO AS A THEOLOGICAL RESORT. 
Chicago may always be relied upon to 
supply this cauntry with fresh and ‘stirring 
theological intelligente. It is the great 
centre of religious thought and enterprise. 
Its cufrents are always in active motion. 
There is the same reaching out for new 
fields, the same aggressiveness of policy, the

and out ana let some oné else take the place 
who has the confidence of the. parish and of 
the chureh in general. Father Ritchie de- 
cides that both these conditions have come 
to pass in his case. The cause of these con- 
ditions, it is well known, is the difference 


which exists between himself and the Bishop 


of the diocesé upon the question of ritual- 
istic practices. Father Ritchie has extreme 
High-Chureh tendencies; the Bishop has 
not. It is not likely that the 
Bishop would ‘yield, being the su- 

perior in office. Father Ritchie says 
frankly that he cannot yield, and heuce ad- 
vises his congregation to secure a rector 
“who will@urrénder none of those things 
which you hold @ar, yet who can give up to 
the Bishop with a good conscience things 
which my iMiosyncracies (called by some 
willfulness) will not permit me conscién- 
tiously to give up.” As will be seen, here is 
a point-blank coilision between the rector 
and the Bishop, and there is no possibility ot 
a surrender on either side or of any compro- 
mise between them. Father Ritchie has 
done the manly, straightforward, sensible 
thing, which all ministers. ou to do in 
such cases, He has resigned without mak- 
ing any fuss about ig or subjecting himself, 
his flock, and the public to the infliction of a 
heresytrial. It will not ba difficult for him 
perhaps to find other pastures where ritual- 
istic practices will not bring’ his flock under 
the ban and Bishops who are not 80 inflexi- 
dle I matters of form. In any event, being 
an able priest and a man whose sincerity and 
uprightness no one has ever questioned, he 
will carry the good wishes of the community 
with him into what we believe will only bea 
temporary exile from the pulpit.

LOGIC OF THE LICENSE LAW. 

In one wéek from today and thence for- 
Wurd tlie law of the State will forbid the 
Chieago City Government issuing a license 
for selling beer at less than $150 a year or 
one for selling whisky and all kinds of intox- 
icafits at less than $500 a year. On and after 
that date the Harrison ordinance, passed a 


censes good till April next for $108, will be 


of authority to grant licenses under that or- 
dinance. Either the Council must pass a 
new ordinance conforming to the new State 
law or else no license to sell liquor or beer 
ean be granted to applicants. This situa- 
tion furnishes the basis for considering and 
determinms the effect of the new law. 

1. If the Common Couneil shall fail to pass 
a new license ordinance conforming to the 
terms of the State law, the Mayor will have 
ho authority to issue a license to any one. 
This principle has been laid down by the Ap- 
pellate Court; and is probably good law. In 
that case an applicant for a license to start a 
saloon would be refused, even though he 
should tender the full amount of fees ex- 
acted by the State law. That there will be 
scores ahd hundreds of such applications in 
a city like Ghicago cannot be doubted. Nor 
can it be maintained, either as a principle of 
law or upon any theory of fairness, that all 
the citizens of Chicago wanting to vend 
liquor may properly be denied privileges 
which are exercised by a certain number un- 
less they have been lucky enough to get into 
the favored class before July 1. In other 
words, the 3,500 saloonkeepers who shall 
have taken outa “Harrison” license under 
the present ordinance before July 1 will en- 
joy an absolute monopoly of the saloon-busi- 
ness to the exclusion of all others if no pro- 
vision be mace for issuing new licenses after 
that date. The injustice of such a state of 
things is so clear that no further comment is 
necessary; but it may be added that the Su- 
preme Court has already held that local au- 
thorities cannot discriminate in favor of cer- 
tain citizens and against others in the exten- 
sion of privileges. 

2. It is altogether probable, then. that 
* After Jaly 1 the Common Council 
will pass another ordinance authorizing the 
Mayor to issue licenses for saloons after that 
date upon terms complying with the State 
law. In such ease a man taking out a ii- 
cense to sell beer only would be required to 
pay at least $150 for the license year ending 
April 1, 84, and one who should take out a 
license to sell whisky and all kinds of intox- 
itating liquor would need to pay $500 for 
the same term. Can it be contended fat ly 
or reasonably that A should be made to pay 
$150 afid B to pay $500 for the same privi- 
lege extending over the same terin which C 
and D have obtained upon payment of $108 ? 
Wouid there be any uniformity of taxation 
in that arrangement? Would the courts 
sustain it as constitutional, or would public. 
opinion indorse it as right? It is clear that 
such a course would be discrimination ot the 
boidest description, and the injustice inci- 
dent thereto would only be less tiian if the 
Council undertook to ereate au absolute 
monopoly of the saloon business by author- 
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the conolusion that the Council’s attempt to 
nitllity the State Licensé law will full. “The 
courts cannot with any show ef fairness 
hold that Certain persons are in pos- 
session of munleipal privileges which are 
inaccessible to other persons upon the same 
terms, or that ene set. of persons shall be 
compelled to pay $500 for a privilege whieh 
others are enjoying for $103. Thus the whole 
question reverts to the principle, fortunately 
already defined by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, that a license is not a con- 
tract and does not convey auy vested right. 
If the Common Council shall neglect to pass 
a license ordinance conformmg to the 
now law, then on and after July 1 there 
will de no authority in this city to 
sell liquor, and the saloons in existence 
will be just as Hable to prosecution for sell- 
ing without a license as will be any saloons 
which may be started anew. If, on the Other 
hand, the Counell shall pass anew ordinaace 
requiring $500 tind $150 for licenses, the 
courts will hold that one citizen cannot law- 
fully be charged more than another for the 
same privilege; and as they cannot order a 
reduction of the new licenses below the 
the figures assessed by the State law, they 
will require an Increase in the figures fixed 
by the old city ordinance. The logic of this 
conclusion seems to be unassailable.

' ARTHUR AND LINCOLN, 

It is hardly safe to speculate about Presi- 
dential tickets at this early day, but large 
numbers of eminent citizens will enjoy the 
distinction of irresponsible nomination be- 
tween now and a year hence. The latest 
possibility, which comes from Washington, 
is that of a combination of New York and 
Ulinois, reversing the order of precedence 
which has obtained during the last twenty 
years—in short, Chester A. Arthur, of New 
York, for President, and Robert Lincoin, of 
Ilunois, for Vice-President, 

It is not merely charged by his rivals, but 
adnfitted by his friends, that President Ar- 
thur is a candidate for reélection. He would 
be an exception to the rule if he did nog 
cherish an ambition for a second term. It 
must be further conceded that he is proceed- 
ing with rare tact to conciliate the various 
factions. Ile has slipped away from the con- 
trol ot the Conkling factionin New York, but 
in doing so he has given that faction no ex- 
cuse for outright opposition. He has satis- 
fied the Half-Bréeds” largely, and has made 
some headway in placating the friends of 
Blaine. There is no doubt that he has grown 
considerably in the confidence ef the coun- 
try. Such opposits in political methods as 
Whitelaw Reid of the New York Tribune, 
George Jones of the New York Tunes, and 
George William Curtis of Harpers Weekly 
are now accustomed to treat him with about 
equa! consideration. At the present rate it 
will not be long before Cari Schurz and the 
New York Hventng Post will wheel ifito his 
line. Then he will have all the most luflu- 
etitial exponents of Republicanism in New 
York if not actually in favor of his nomina- 
tion, at least kindly disposed to him and con- 
siderate of his claims. He has conquered a 
good deal of unwilling admiration becausé 
he is uniformly a gentleman and because he 
has seemed on all occasions to strive for the 
right thing. With all this he has had large 
experience and has acquired much skHl in 
practical politics, and he will be fully able to 
cope with any forées which shall endeavor to 
secure the New York delegation in the next 
Republican Convention for any other candi- 
date. It that delegation, composed in fair 
proportions of Stalwarts and Half-Breeds, 
shall be solid for Arthur, his candidacy will 
certainly be formidable. 

It is said that Gen. Arthur calculates upon 
adding strength to the movément for his 
nomination by urging Robert Linedin for the 
second place, There is no doubt that Lin- 
coln’s. name, Whether used in connection 
with Arthur's or that of any other candidate 
for the first place, will carry weight. Lin- 
coln will be a strong name before the con- 
vention and before the people, and if he shall 
enter into a friendly alliance with Arthur 
the latter’s chances will be improved note- 
bly thereby. But such a combination will 
meet with one practical obstacle. It would 
not be hatd to secure the IIIInols delegation 
for Lincoln for the first place on the ticket, 
especially with the codperation of Senator 
Logan, but it may weil be- doubted whether 
Lincoin has strength enough te transfer the 
delegation to Arthur or anybody else in 
order to get thé sechud place. It would be a 
case in which other hearts would ache, If 
the Arthut-Lincoln movement shall take on 

a tangible form, it is not at all impossible

* GREAT LIGHT. 

In thé memoirs of his youth just given to 
the world by Renan, the great French senti- 
mental agnostic, a very interesting glimpse 
is opened into the interior life of the old re- 
ligious collegés and Schoois in which he 
spent part of his early life. “In the small 
college at Tréguier, i® Brittany, as in the 
higher Seminary of Saint Nicholas du Char- 
donnetin Pama the Seminary of Saint Sul- 
pice, the whole atmosphere was that of an- 
tiquity. In 1830 Renan received the education 
of 1680. The priests and their pupils lived in 
the past. Saint Sulpice in Reuau's pictur- 
esque words is more separated from the pres- 
ent than if 3,000 years of silence guarded ft, 

The past which so enchained the pious 
eyes of these priests—Renan says, I have 
known no priests but good priests —was not 
the pagan past. It was thie past of Christian- 
ity, of the great light that was seen by 
more than one eye throwing 4 new eillumina- 
tion upon human rights, and duties, and 
hopes. To these priests of Tréguier and St. 
Sulpice there seemed something infinjtly 
more worth the knowing in these lesson¥ of 
self-sacrifice and loving Kindness for their 
fellow-men than in any achievements of the 
learning of later days. Our modern thought 
has far outgrowu this narrow atid eccleslas- 
tical view of education, But narrow as it 
was it had acharm and a power that even 
Renan, who has traveled so tar on another 
path, as to confess. 

He received from these good men lessons 
better than the Latin grammar on which 
they spent so muell time, and which was, in 
truth, not good at all. Contemporary litera- 
ture Was never mentſoned. The basis of 
these old educations was @ severe morality 
considered as inseparable from religion—a 
“way of looking at life as involving duties to 
truth.“ He at this day Still thinks this 
teaching, with its love of truth, respect for 
reason, and the seriousness of life,a better 
thing than philosophical criticism. 

With all the pride of our destructive criti- 
efsin, and of our researehes. and discoveries, 
and inventions, what have we to offer to the 
mind of the young who frequent our schools 
more guickening in the best sense than this 
old“ way ot looking at life as involving. du- 
ties to truth“? The science of last year is 
obsolete almost before the text-books can be. 
got into the schools. How much of the 
knowledge of man, bustitess, and thmgs that 
we teach seems to give but a new facility for 
the perfection of fraud? Most of the his 
tory on which we bid them dwell is buta 
passing show. 

We are strong enough, after generations of 
liberty and successfal resistance’ to all that 
was tyrannical and repressive of free 
thought in the ancient \bierarchies, to call a 
halt and ask ourselves what better basis has 
our education to place itself upon than this 
of the old, this looking at Hte as involving 
duties to truth.” When we come to the last 
analysis all our intellectual and our mone- 
tary prosperity rest on the character under- 
neath. Treasures of gold and treasures of 
learning make the vice of thefine a thousand- 
fold more terrible than thé vice of the coarse. 
There is a deeper learning than that of the 
latest thing in text-books, with all the mod- 
ern improvements of the thedty of evolution. 

What do the brilliant men from Voltaire 
down to Renan and Ingersoll give us Halt ag 
inspiring as that which they seek to tear 
away When we are weary and heavy-laden 
there is a voice that we can hear far above 
their mocking tones. Grant that we do not 
know what that voice is, and that it sounds 
from beyond a chasm that we cannot cross 
and live. Leave to their disputatious souls 
all the questions they sb love to turn over 
and over, the questions of dates, ahd possi- 
bilities, and translations, and what not. Stil 
we hear the voice. Be it human, be it 
divine, sweeter voice never spoke to man. 
Whether from without the soul or from with- 
in the soul, @ great light burst upon the 
world on thé day to which we date back our 
era. Its rays stine before us far into the 
future, illumating ideals toward which we 
must daily travel, but which in thousands of 
years we shall scarcely reach. In guarding 
this light the priests of Christendom, Cath- 
olic and Protestant,are keeping watch over 


the most sacred treasures of qur temple.

YELLOW-FEVER IN PARIS. 

The official routine of the Quai d'Orsay was 
startiea the other day by an alarming occur- 
rence. Monsieur Lecompte, an attaché of the 
Ministry, was suddenly seized by a violent ill- 
ness. The physicians at once declared it to be 
yeliow-fever. It was said that M. Lecompte 
caugbt the disease by opening dispatches that 
bad arrived from Brazil, where “ Yellow-Jack ” 
is now raging. 


, THEeKHEDIVE’S GUILT. 

Loxpox, June 23.—[Special Cabie.)--The dis-

THE KING OF SPAIN. ° 
The infidelities of the gay young King of 
Spain contiave to be the general topie of discus- 
sion among the Spaniards. It is held that 
Queen Christina's German asceticism has suf- 
fered an incurabie wound, and hereafter their 
Catholic Majesties will live apart. Her Majesty, 
they suy, is a German bivestocking of the bigh- 
est cultivation, a tine mecanical musician, a 
linguist, and perfectly amiabie, but slightly 
arctic in temperament. Aifouso’s favorit, on 
the contrary, is a Spanish beauty whose ac- 
complishments are of a more spontaneous order. 
One thing appears to be quite assured, 
the voung King will not be cured of 
his predictions, but means to be a merry 
monarch, and in the pursuit of bis bent will 
ha ve the approval of his peuple, who regard the 
present affair as the most agreeable joke they 
bave had since the palmy days of Isabella. 
Senor Arano, editor of the Liberal. and member 
of the Cortes, was the confidant of Queen 
Christina, and espoused her cause in his paper, 
and it is said that two friends of Alfonso, Duke 
de Tamanes and Count de Benalua, called on 
him and proposed tosiice of his cars if be did 
not convert himself to different views. The 
material of romance is not yet extinct in oid 
Castile. 
Tne Jews everywhere in Europe are watching 
with painful interest the progress of the trial of 
the Jews who are accused of having murdered a 
young Christian girl in order to obtain her 
blood for use ia a religious ceremony. The 
evidence against the accused is unexpectedly 
strong. the principal witness being a 14-year-oid 
son of the chief prisoner, Joseph Scharf. He 
detailed the manner of the crime. and how they 
held the victim so as to lose none of her blood. 
N JAMES CAREY. 
The Governor of Kiilmainham has been rea- 
soning with Carey as to his course, and has given 
him to understand ciearly that the Government 
Will assume no furtner. responsibility for his 
safety. Carey ciaims a body guard in Dublin, 
and the Government has offered bim a safe- 
conduct to New South Wales, or the 
alternative of being turned out 
of Kilmainham without a guard, in which latter 
event, Inspector Mallon says, his life would not 
be good for twenty-four hours. The Dublin of- 
ficiais think that when Carey finds that the Gov- 
ernment is determined, he will probabiy yield 
and take his departure for the colonies, where 
he is equally certain to be shot, but at less 
scandeli to the authorities. 


THE “HERALD’S” CORRESPONDENT ON THE 

CHINESE. 

Paris, June 23.—[Herald Cabie.]—Interest in 
the Chinese question, which is at last viewed ta 
its true colors, is daily increasing ia intensity, 
and must soon reach ite elimax. 
A war with China would not only 
derahge the breakfast tables of every 
English household, but would be fraught witb 
the gravest Consequences to the whole civilized 
world. The diplomatic deadlock in Chinahas 
been the skeieton hiaden in the 
cupboard of the Quai D’Orsay tor 
a much longer time than the French 
Ministers are willing to admit, and, strauge as 
it may seem, all authentic information con- 
cerning the true refations between China and 
France was buried in the deep bosom of diplo- 
matic silence until tne Chinese pienipoten- 
tiary accredited at once to France, 
England, Germany, and Russia boldiy 
broke through the time-honored trammels of 
his profession by making to the Herald's St. 
Petersburg correspondent a full, clear, and 
straightforward statement of China’s case that 
was at onve flashed simultaneously to Amer- 
en and to every Capital in Europe. 
It would far exceed the limits f a cable letter 
to enumerate the comments this ray of light bas 
called forth from the European. press 
The Figaro and Gaulois published the dis- 
patches in extenso, and, using them 
as „ basis, put several pertinent 
questions to the French Ministers as to their 
concealing from the Freneh public matters of 
the gravest national importance.

Lowpos, June 23.—(Special Cabile.}—Queer 
reports concerning Prince Bismarck’s iliness 
and its causes come from Berlin, and from 
Paris as well. The French papers say plainiy: 
“He is sick over the Tonquin affair,” and me 
failure of underhanded schemes to 
make for France what might have 
been almost insurmountabie troubles with 
China, That there is something of truth in these 
statements, which at a first glance show noth- 
mt but prejudice, appears from the dispatches 
of the Berlin correspondence in the London 
papers. The nervous causes of Bis- 
marck’s now well-defined disease or 
complication of diseases render bim fretful 
to violence at times, and trifles annoy him. 
The French papersand French diplomats bere 


say freely that all of France's annoyances- 


abroad are instigated and fostered by the 
Chancellor. The German correspondents say, 
as was done ina letter by one of the best of 
them, M. Janni, today, what the German 
press knows and cannot say, that every appear- 
ance of success on the part of France, when he 
is ill, throws him into a rage. and argue from 
that that his anger is caused by defeat and 
disease. The neuralgie pains from which he 
suffers cannot at 
any opiate, and he passes days without relief of 
any consequence. The Ews waters help his 
gout aud rbeumatiam, but he will not go there 
for personal treatment now, because the visit 
there has already been arranged for diplomatic 
purposes,in which the future meeting at Gastein 
with the Emperor of Austria, and possibiy with 
King Humbert, is counted as part of the pro- 
gram. But, while the triple ailianceis a fact, 
there are many detalis wnarranged which may 
yet defeat its purpose. In this Bismarck has in- 
tended to be the controlling party, and bis 
absence from the imperial conferences might 
make wide differences to Germany. These 
diplomatic annoyances cause actual physical 
‘trouble, and death from apoplexy at any time 
would not be a surprise to any one familiar 
with the facts.

WIFE-MURDER. 


A WRETCH SHOOTS HIS YOUNG WIFE FOR 
HAVING CAUSED HIS ARREST. 

New York, June 23.—({Special.)—A brutal and 
cold-blooded murder was committed at No. 1 
Boyden street, Newark, at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon. John Chisholm, a tanner, was the mur- 
derer. and bis wife Lottie, whose brains he blew 
out by a shot through her head, was bis victim. 
After committing the crime Crishuvim fied from 
the house, and when last seen was making his 
way toward Bloomfield. Detectives were put 
to work at once scouring the country in all 
directions, and bundreds of excited citizens liv- 
ing in the neighborhood of the murder turned 
out and joined in the pursuit. A bloodhougd 
belonging to Ald. Theberath was loosened and 
started on the trail of the murderer. John Chis- 
bolm is a young man not over 28 years of age. 
He has the reputation of being unsteady, unre- 
liable, and generally worthiess. Hts father is a 
respectable man, employed in the tann of 
Mayor Heary Laoge. His wife was Miss tie 
McComber. she was of 8 
ance and attractive in manner, and Chisholm 
sued for ber hand. bea they were married 
three years a she was but N years old. 
Their married life was not bappy. John 
was always getting imto trouble, the 
police records show that since he became a hus- 
band he has been arrested no less than seven- 
teen times on complaints made by his wife or 
ber relatives. Finaliy bis negiect and iji-treat- 
ment became so unbearable hat the wife lett 
his roof, and, taking two children with her, re- 
turned to home of her parents, ia the 
house in which she was murdered ‘today. 
Her parents are in fairly circu mstances 
for people in their walk in life, and they pro- 
vided for ber. She nevertbeiess sought to Dring 
her busband toterms by charging him before 
the Overseer of the Poor with notsupporting her. 
He was arrested and sent to jaii, but two weeks 
ago was released. He had been but a * mw 
out of jail when he sought his wife, and, 
ber, beat her savagely,and threatend, 
prosecuted any further, to shoot ber. She then 
made a compiaint, and a warrant for John’s ar- 
rest was issued. This afterhoon Chisholm ap- 
peared in the yard of his father-in-law’s resi- 
dence. His wife sat at the open window, sewing 
on a machine, with ber sister, Miss M ber, 
by her side. Stepp to the window, be 
shouted: “What di 
warrant against me for?” Mrs. Chisholm made 
no answer, and he became so abusive and men- 
acing in manner that bis sister-in-law was 
alarwwed and started fora policeman. Sue bad 
gone buta few steps when she saw Chisholm 
draw a revolver from bis pocket and step closer 
to the window. When the weapon was within a 
few inches of bis wife's face he fired. Miss Me- 
Comber ran back into the room justin time to 
catch her sinkmg ster in der arms. 
Mrs. Chisholm Staggered to the 
back door. As she sank to . the 
flow she looked appealingly into her sister's 
face, breathed the exclamation, “Ob, Elia!” 
and died. The murderer dasbed hurriedly trom 
the yard, with the smoking revolver ia his band. 
Mrs. Chishoim, who would have been 2 years 
old next week, is spoken of in the highest terms, 
and public feeling ran so high that it the mur 
derer bad been caught tonight he would proba- 
bly have been lyached.

Acton, III., June 23.—[Special.}—The long-ex- 
pected break in the Madison Levee, ten miles 
below here. occurred at 8:15 o’clock this mern- 
ing. For a week (he levee has been guarded by 
aforceof men between 200 and 300 ip number.

of dirt, and was completed only about four 
months ago, It is twenty-two miles in length, 
and protects Vie entire bottom between Wood 
River, fout miles below he and Bast 
st. Louis, a tract about xteen miles 
jong and six miles wide, embracing some 
of the most fertile and productive soil ir Iin- 
pols. The gradual encruachment of the water 
bas given rise to great alarm for two weeks. 
This ig probably the most exposed point along 
the entire length of the Missiasippf River. The 
mouth of the Missouri is directly opposit these 

lo lands, and stream has poured a great 
volume gf water against the ireil levee which 
was built by the Money and the labor of the 
farmers whom it was intended to protect. The 
pressure of the combined waters of 
the two rivers has been terrific, and 
only unceasing exertion bas postponed the 
great disaster which bas from the first been 
gem to be inevitabie it the rise continued. Yes- 
terday the river touched a mark one inch above 
the high-water mark of the great flood of two 
yearsago. The water @as within three inchs 
of the top of the lev and in many places the 
water was coming through it. Trains were run

‘ along the Chicago & Alton Railroad to this city 


and loaded with stone and sand, whick were 
taken to points on the bottom and bauled to 
the levee, where they were placed o the 
best advantage. Nearly five thousand bags 
of sand were placed on top of the levee, and the 
stone «as laid along its river front. This work 
was carried on along the eutire frontage under 
the directiog of the three Levee Commissioners 
until midnight. Then it was seen that a great 
flood was eou:ing out of the Missouri, and that 
the water was rising over the levee fast. ‘About 
So'clock a heavy rain came, which added to the 
probability of disaster, and many of the men 
went bome to prepare their household goods and 


' tae live stock for flight. Others remained. 


The break occurred. The water came in 
tlowly at firet, but gathered force. It made a 
break lu the levee near Mitchell 350 feet long, 
and, eWeeping away the earthwork like so much 
straw, it rusbed in a great and bigh torrent inte 
the bottom. It traveled fast, taking a southeast 
course down toward Long Lake, an erm of the 
Mississippi. The body of water was at least 
fifteen feet bigh at the start, and looked like a 
cycione as it moved on. The topography of the 
country was compietely wiped out. Roads 
‘were washed out, rail fences were 
taken up and floated away, the 
tops of the smaller bouses were complieteiy 
covered, and in some cases the houses them- 
telves were carried off. There was a general 
rout and panic among the people, who were 
fying toward the biuf and higher ground 
farther back from the river. Many head 
live stock were drowned which could not 
saved in the burry and confusion. The waves 
swept toward Nameokio and Venice, two small 
villages located as the lower end of the

RAILROADS. 


East-Bound Freight Business Still Very 
Lig ht—Increased Shipments of Lard, 
There has been but little che in enste 

bound freight business during the last week. 

Flour and grain shipmegts by rait were about 

the same as for the week previous, but pro- 

vision shipments increased about 2,000 tons. 

This Increase is dueto the great demand for 

lard that has sprung up since the breaking of 

the lard corner. Thus far the bulk of this lard 
bas been shipped by the Chicago & Atlantic and 
the Chicago & Grand Trunk Railroads, and it is 
charged by the other roads that the rates are 
not being maintained. While it does 
look strange that these two roads 
should get nearly al the business, 
yet no evidence * has yet deeu 
obtained to show that they have been cutting 
rates or giving special inducements to shippers. 
The officiais of these roads emphatically deny 
the charges that they are not maintaiving reg- 
ular rates, and claim to be unable to account for 
the partiality suown for their roads by the lard 
shippers. It is barely possible that the sbippers 
have combined on these two roads for the pur- 
pose of bringing about a break in the rates, and 
if shipments continue beavy they may ulti- 
mately succeed in the scheme, as considerable 
jealousy exists among the various roads.. The 
trunk lines are doing tpeir best to prevent a re- 
duction in rates this summer, but in 0 of 
tuels power it is doubtful whether they will suc- 

ceed. No steps have vet been taken for t 

admission of the Nickel-Piate and Chicago 

Atiantie Roads into the east-bound pool or the 

Delaware, Lackawanna & Westera into the west- 

bound pool. There would pravably be vo great 

difficulty in keeping the two former lines in 
check. as they are owned by Vanderbilt and the 

Erie respectively, but the latter oannot be con- 

trolted by the trunk lines, aud persistently main- 

taine an indifferent position. Allefforts to in- 
duce this line to join the trunk-line pool have 
proved unavailing. and as the road by persist- 

ntiv cutting the rates secures a larger sbare of

Races, and Easy Winners 
Other Two. 


An Extra Day’s Racing to Be Given To- 
morrow—Other Turf Matters. 


First Day of the Chicago Running Meet- 
ing—A Successful Inaucuration. 

Although the chances for rain seemed very 
good as the hour for beginning the Chicago run- 
ning meeting drew near yesterday, the threat- 
ening aspect of the skies did not deter people 
from making the journey to the track, and an 
audience of over 6,000 witnessed a very good 
day's sport. There were five races to be decid- 
ed, and itis to be placed to the credit of the 
management that, agreeable to the promise 
previously made, the first event was started 
promptiy at 2:30 o'clock, and the rule of oniy a 
haif-bour’s interval between races was strictly 
enforced, thereby enabling people to see the 
entire pr gram completed and still reach home 
in good season. With this policy of prompt ac- 
tion in every particular carried out, there will 
be no trouble in making ruoning a popular and 
profitable sport in Uhicago—something that has 
never yet been accomplished. 

The results of the racing may be summed up 
briefly by the statement that in three of the five 
races the favorits were badiy beaten, and in the 
other two they won with ease. The In- 
augural Rush, a mile dash, fell to Slocum, an 
outside horse ridden by Stovall, Apollo, the 
choice of tne betting men, being able only to 
run into second place. The two stakes of the 
day, the Ladies’ and Criterion, were won re- 
spectively by Mona and Gen. Harding. Both 
these youngsters disposed of the fields that 
opposed them very easily indeed, Gen. Harding, 
especially, showing himseif to be far the su- 
perior of any 2-year-old that bas yet appeared 
in the West, and confirming the verdict of his 
previous victories. 

Boatman was a strong favorit In the Board of 
Trade Handicap, being made so by the money of 
his owner, who had contidence that the son of 
Bonnie Scotiand could win, but when it came to 
the race he was never in it. Last year, espe-

The magtitude of the National-banking sys- 
tem isstartling evento read about, and fur- 
nishes a sure indication of the wonderful devel- 
opment of the business and moneyed growth of 
the country. Below we give a bit of stasistical 


combined capita! of $19,037,443 and an outstand- 
ing circulation of $10,841,221. The total circula- 
tion issued to these bank reaches the sum of

$5,000,000, ene with over $4,000,000, two with over

a willion—the Altoo Natiénal Bank. There are 
fourteen banks throughout the State carrying 
from one-half to a million of individual de- 
posits.

HE EXPLAINS WHY HE VOTED FOR A 
CHANGE OF DRAWING-BOOKS. 
CuicaGo, June B.- [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In your issue of June 211 am made the subject 
of an editorial under the heading of A Victory 
for Practical Drawing.“ in which my position 
on the subject of continuing the so-called 
“Walter Smith System in our grammar 
schools is criticised. No such motion as your 
article attributes to me was made, and I cheer- 
fully concede the right of THe TRIBUNE and 
every other paper to criticise upon the subject. 
Indeed, I feel glad to recognize your paper as a 
powerful ally in passing upon rival systems of 
drawing, occupying, as we both do, the same 
position in this at least, that neither of us “is 
the attorney of any syndicate of bookmakers," 
and the action of each is as independent and 
fearless upon this as on all public questions. © 
There is another strong point of similarity be- 
tween us—both favor “industrial education 
i. e.: recruiting the mechanical and other in- 
dustries of the country from our common and 
high sohools rather than as beretofore, the 
legal, medical, cierical, and journalistic pro- 
fessions alone. 
We aiso alike believe in drawing as an essen- 
tial feature of common-school education, and 
as one of the most important mediums for the 
transmission of ideas. 
As Chairman of the Committee on Music and 
Drawing since last September it became my 
duty, and I have given some attention to the 
system in use in the schools, together with tne 
rogress made by the pupiis, and, wulle the 
mith system has some good qualities, | find 
some that are bad, seriously faulty, manifestiy 
* — a change in many particulars. 
posals for drawing books were submitted 

to the School Board this spring by three pub- 
lishers—Appleton & Co., Ivison & Co. (White's), 
and Prang & Co. (Smith's). The first had no 
oral advocates, and was not strenuously urged. 
The second (White's) had two agents, one a lady 
teacher in Chicago, who merely politei 
attention to the ks, while Prang & Co., with 
the advantage of their books in the schools, and 
a special teacher of drawing, who bas always 
worked in their interest, found it necessary to 
call in one of the firm, and their special agent 
from St. Louis, who pressed their books upon 
members of the board, on any and every occa- 
sion, as if the quesnon was to be settled b 
attrition only, one modestiy demanding that I 
should listen for two rs to bis fulsome 
flattery of bis own and the disparagement of aii 
other systems.

The sense- 
less pubiic examinations have been dispensed 
with. The pupils are now graduated on the 
recommendation of the principals, who thus are 
made respous bie fur their proticieney on enter- 
ing the bigh-schoois. This pian does away with 
the griudme process which, under me. old 
system, took up the whole time of the pupils 
during the last quarter of the school year, and 
which was a source of fret and worry to the 
pupils and the teachers. 

In the high-schools there are now 1,139 pupils. 
At the beginuing of the year there were 1,09. 
The number f graduates from the high-school 
this year will be 1.160. 

There has been a very decided change made 
in the course of study curing Mr. Howland’s Su- 
perintendency, but the change bas been 80 
gradual that it bardly actracted attennon. It 
bas certainly resulted beneticially to the schools. 
Great attention bas been given to Engiish com- 
pogidon and penmanship, with most gratifying 
resuits. The reporter examined two sets of 
papers yesterday—one from the seventh grade 
room of the Burr School in the Fourteenth Ward 
and one from the Holden School in the Fifth 
Ward. The pupils in these divisions are mostly 
of foreign parents, but if the papers can be 
taken as fair specimens the writers have a very 
good idea of the proper use of English words.

Another improvement bas been t greater 
elnsticity given to the graded systém, which 
used ta be of cast-iron and was suppvused to be 
unchangeable.

THE TRUSTED CLERK. 
THIS TIME IT 18 $2,500, 

Another clerk bas gone wrong., His employer 
is out $2,500, and the clerk is in durance vile. 
The clerk's name is Edward E. Turner, 
and for sixteen months he was confidentiai 
clerk for H. C. Klinesmith & Co., of No. 19 
South Clark street. Klinesmith & Co., are auc- 
tioneers and dealers in watches aud jewelry, 
and Turner was the bookkeeper and 
cashier. About the middle of ‘May nis 
employer suspected that he was being cheated, 
and one day duriwg the young maus absenve 
opened a trunk belonging to him which was in a 
back room of the store and found 
therein a gold watch-case which he de- 
lieved to de a portion of the stock. 
He took it treicher, the whelesale jeweler, 
and erde identified it as part of a lot he bad 
sold Klineschith. The watch was returned te 
the young man's trunk, and the next day his 
employer charged bim with dishonesty. Turner 
at first claimed to have purchased the watch 
from a dissatisfied customer, but finally ac- 
knowledged that it was part of the stock. 
He furtner admitted having taken dalt 
a dozen watches and pawning. them, and 
80 altered the hooks as to keep him in spendwmg 
money. He paid Mr. Kiinesmitn $233, and said 
that they were now square. The day 
following, May I. be pleaded sick- 
ness, and removed to the West Side, 
putting up ata boarding-douse at the corner 
of Washington and Halsted streets, while rep- 
resenting to his employer that he was at the 
Desplaines House. Klinesmith, still sus- 
picious, bunted bim up. and found in 
the cierk’s possession $70 which the latter was 
induced to acknowledge was all that remained 
ot bis dishonestly-gained weaith Kiine- 
smith took all of this but $17, which 
he left bim for expenses, and went 
away after receiving a promise that he 
wouid be down-tuwn as soou as de felt better 
and assist in recovering some of the pawned 
watches.

ELEVATED RAILROADS. 


THE ALDERMANIC PIRATES TRIM THEIR 
SAILS. 

The Anti-Elevated Kailroad bill having de- 
come a law, the Aldermen are in haste to get 
their ordinance passed before the Ist of July, 
at which time the law goes into 
effect.

ANNUAL EXAMINATION, 


The examination of the library began in 
and bas been continued to the present 
me on the same plan which bas been practiced 
for several years. The books are not called in 
or their circulation in any way disturbed. By 
means of the shelf-lists, which are a complete 
of the books in the li , a record is 
taken of every book which is not io its piace 
when the shelves are examined, and these books 
are su ventiy found as far as possibie. The 
number of books which are unaccousted for is 
402, of which 174 are English prose fiction and 
juvenile books and 228 in all other classes. Ot 
reported missing last year 68 have reap- 
peared. of which 37 are English prose fiction and 
31 of other classes. 


THE LIBRARY AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
In March, 1882, [ had a consultation with the 
Principais of the public schools at one of the 
meetings of their association, for the purpose 
of devising some method by which the work of 
the library and the schools could be brought 
nearer together. Much interest was man- 
tested in the b several schemes 
were - and a committee of 
the teachers was appointed to consider 
and report upon it. The committee have 
preparea a list of books suitable for the 
of their pupils, but it bas not yet been 

prio Several principais of the grammar 
schools, by soliciting private subscriptions ia 
their districts and by arranging popular enter- 
tainments, have raised funds and provided cheir 
schools with excellent reference librarics and 
suitabie books for the home reuding of their 
upils. Other schools are moving in the same 
irection. These schemes are excellent for the 
of creating and directing a taste for 

reading among the great masses of the 
school children. It seemed to me, however, that 
some ought to be done to bring the pupils 
of the u schoels and the higher grades in the 
grammar schools into a closer and more personal 
contact with a large collecuon of books such as 
the library possesses, to familiarize them with 
the standard books of reference, and to stimu- 
late them to acquire habits of independent 
study Having conferred witb 
teachers of the ools and been cordially 
supported in this view, a definit pian was devised 
to accomplish this object, and was put in opera- 
tion in January last. The pian iu brief is this: 
An appointment is made with a teacher to bring 
bis class to the library on a Saturday morning at 
10 O k. A subject for the day is selected, 
one which the class bad been studying 
standard books and illus- 

vorks in the library on that subject are 
on the tuble in the Directors’ room, the 
\ supervising the selection. and pre- 


paring bimseif to speak upon it, and especially 
with reference to the books before bim. 
indicating such as are of the best authority, and 
deseribing the best method of using them. A 
prelim) talk is made by the Librarian, who 
weicomes pupils. explains the purposes for 
whica they were invited. which is that they may 
become better acquainted with the iibrary, its 
— and the way of using it. All 
these f ties of study are theirs, and they dre 
invited to make freest uss of them. Hints and 
suggestions are given them how they can best 
acquire the habits of investicating subjects for 
themselves. The subject of the day is taken 
up and followed out as an illustration of the 
method by which a subject may be investigated
